by  feme  of  the  Tharifees.  They  were  a 
Sort  of  JewSj  much  addi&ed  to  a  feru^- 
pulous  Obfervance  of  the  Law  of  Mofes. 
And  by  Virtue  of  that  Legal  Righteouf- 
nefi,  they  were  apt  to  think  highly  of 
their  own  Sanctity,  efteeming  themfelves 
too  good  to  have  any  Regard  for  Hea¬ 
thens  and  Sinners.  They  feem  therefore 
furprifed  and  offended  to  find  Our  Saviour 
in  Company  with  People,  whom  they  fo 
much  difliked.  Whereupon  they  asked 
his  Difciples :  Why  eateth  Tour  Mafter 
with  Tublicans  and  Sinners?  h  e.  What 
meaneth  Your  Mafter,  who  taketh  upon 
him  the  Character  of  Meffiah  and  Son  of 
God,  that  he  deigneth  to  eat  with  fuch  ex¬ 
ceptionable  Companions?  Then  the  Lord 
Jefus,  with  the  Meeknefs  of  Heavenly 
Wifdom,  anfwered :  They  that  be  Whole 
need  not  a  ' Tloyjician ,  but  they  that  are 
Sick  i-  e.  I  go  to  them,  becaufe  I  came 

to  fave  that  which  was  loft  ;  and  they

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who  have  Infirmities  of  Body  and  Mind 
are  the  proper  Objefts  of  my  Care*

Thus  the  Words  of  the  Text  fhew  u s, 

First,  That  Opinions  and  Notions

Secondly,  That  to  take  Care  of 
them,  who  are  afflidted  with  Infirmities  of 
Body  and  Mind,  and  have  moft  Need  of 
our  Comfort,  is  to  do  according  to  the 
Bodhine  and  Example  of  Jefus  Chrift. 

First,  Opinions  and  Notions  may 
poflibly  be  againft  what  is  good  and 
wife,  and  warranted  by  the  Higheft  Au¬ 
thority.  When  the  Tharifecs  faw  ity  they

That  Good  and  Evil  naturally  differ 
from  each  other,  all  Men  agree*  And  that 
'  '  ,  >_  Dif- 
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Difference  they  can  difcern,  juft  as  by  their 
bodily  Eyes  they  diftinguifh  Colours,  and 
by  their  Ears  Sounds,  When  the  eternal 
Truths  of  Morality,  when  the  great  Duties 
of  loving  God  and  Man,  are  declared  to 
them,  they  have  a  confcious  Senfe  upon 
their  Minds,  anfwerable  to  thole  DoCtrines. 
So  that  by  their  Affections  they  are  dilpo- 
fed,  by  their  very  Reafon  they  are  promp¬ 
ted  to  approve  Works  of  true  Piety  and 
Charity.  But  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that 
during  the  Time  of  their  Earthly  Life,  Men 
are  frail  and  fallible  Creatures :  That  their 
Moral  Senfe  of  Good  and  Evil  may  be 
much  impaired  by  Faults  of  Education, 
Company,  Example,  and  by  vicious  Habits ; 
and  then  in  Confequence  thereof,  the  Light 
of  Reafon  which  is  in  them  comes  to  be 
comparatively  asDarknefs:  The  Thoughts 
of  the  Heart,  the  very  Mind  and  Confid¬ 
ence  being  depraved  with  wrong  Affe&ions 
and  Perceptions.

vealed  to  us  in  His  Holy  Word,  there  muft 
be  a  proper  Frame  of  Mind  in  them  who 
with  true  Faith  receive  it;  Fife  it  may  ap¬ 
pear,  as  it  did  to  the  Jews  a  Stumbling 
Block,  and  to  the  Greeks  Fooliihnefs.  He  Heb.  Ki  * 
that  cometh  to  God  muft  believe  that  He  is. 

And  no  Man  can  come  to  me*  faith  Our  Sa-  T  ,  :

yiour,  except  The  Father  Which  hath  fent 
me  draw  him.  For  if  there  be  not  a  good 
Difpofition  to  do  the  Will  of  God,  how 
fliail  the  Doctrine  be  known  to  be  of  God  ? 

Instructed  now  by  thole  Ora¬ 
cles  of  God  in  His  Scripture  of  Truth,  we 
may  perceive  that  Purpofes  of  Great  Good 
towards  Men  are  not  alike  dilcernible  to 
all:  That  to  fome  perhaps  for  a  Time  their 
Ulefulnefs  or  their  Expedience  lhali  look 
like  Inventions  of  little  or  no  Value.  The  k 
Gofpel  which  is  the  Wifdom  and  Power  of 
God  publickly  vouched  by  Miracles,  was 
for  fome  Ages  overfhadowed  with  the  Cloud 
of  Heathen  Idolatry :  Till  in  the  Fulnefs  of 

.  B  Time 
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Time  tliofe  falfe  Delufions  gave  Way  to  the 
Acknowledgment  of  the  Truth.  How 
various  at  firft  were  the  Opinions  touching 
the  Great  Salvation  inChrift!  Some  from 
Hearfay  had  taken  an  Averfion  to  it ;  Be- 
caule,  concerning  that  Boftrine  they  knew 
every  where  it  was  fpoken  againft:  O- 
thers  from  partial  Confiderations,  or  W orld- 
ly  Interefts,  judging  of  the  Author  of  our 
ohn  i.  46.  Faith  laid:  Can  there  any  Good  Thing 
vii.  14.  come  out  of  Nazareth?  He  deceiveth  the 
latt.  xii.  People :  He  doth  not  caji  out  Devils  but  by 
24a  Beelzebub  the  ‘Prince  of  the  Devils .  With 
fuch  Imputations  was  that  gracious  Befign 

of  Mercy  for  a  Time  flighted:  Neverthe- 
lefs  Wifdom  was  juftilied.  Ill  Surmifes 
and  Suspicions  after  a  While  ceafed ;  and 
then  was  he  approved  the  very  Chrift  who 
came  from  God  and  wrought  Miracles  to 
heal  them  that  were  Sick  of  divers  Bifl* 
eafes :  Then  he  whom  the  Gainfayers  had 
called  the  Friend  of  Publican's  and  Sinners., 
appeared  to  be  indeed  The  Saviour  of  Man¬ 
kind.,

kind,  who  vifited  fuch  as  had  Infirmities 
of  Body  and  Mind,  becaufe  they  were  ca¬ 
pable  of  the  Amendment  which  he  came  to 
give. 

Hence  we  may  truly  colled  that 
Befigns  moft  beneficent  feidom,  if  ever, 
prove  agreeable  and  acceptable  alike  to  all 
Sorts  of  People ;  Becaufe  their  Interefts  and 
Sentiments  being  divers,  they  do  not  in  the 
lame  Light  behold  Schemes  of  excellent 
W ifdorrn  T his  Charitable  W ork,  however, 
which  we  are  here  affembled  to  recommend 
and  to  advance,  Praifed  be  God  !  hath  not 
been  obftruded  by  many  of  thofe  Difficul¬ 
ties  and  Delays :  Nay,  rathe&efpecially  fa¬ 
voured  of  Heaven  we  have  Caufe  to  believe 
it  hath  been,  remembrinp;  how  many  were 
ready  to  diftribute,  willing  to  communi¬ 
cate,  although  in  other  Refpeds  their  Con¬ 
ditions  and  Sentiments  were  different.  How 
\  greatly  was  the  Hand  of  Providence  manK 
felled  to  raife  a  Houfe  of  Mercy  here  for 


the 
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the  Sick  and  Poor;  when  fuch  a  Numbe# 
of  bounteous  and  cheerful  Benefaftors  free¬ 
ly  gave  their  Help,  laying  afide  all  Party 
Diffentibns  in  order  to  unite  in  fo  good  a 
Work  !  Whilft  other  Defigns  of  true  Bene¬ 
ficence  have  been  ohftru&ed  by  irreconcile- 
able  Opinions  and  Interefts,  This  merciful 
Defign  hath  had  the  Happinefs  to  find 
willing  and  friendly  Acceptance  when  firft 
offered  to  the  Publicfc ;  Which  is  indeed  a 
Proof  very  honourable  to  this  Country 9 
that  Wealth  is  placed  in  the  Hands  of 
thofe  who  have  a  Mind  difpofed  to  make 
good  Idle  of  it. 

Answer  a  b  l  e  to  this  Beginning  hath 
been  the  fuccefsful  Continuance  of  Our  In¬ 
firmary.  And  we  faithfully  trait  Cod's 
Bleffing,  and  the  Benevolence  of  thofe  who 
delight  in  Mercy  ihall  com  pleat  and  per¬ 
petuate  it.  In  Truth  we  have  great  Rea- 
fon  for  thefe  Hopes,  feeing  that  the  Scheme 
pf  this  Charity  hath  been  ordered  with  fuch 
Prudence,  Vigilance*,  Integrity  and  IXnani- 
\  mity. 
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mity,  as  to  obtain  a  general  Approbation z 
Yet,  if  any  Per fons  think  they  haye  juft 
Objections  either  againft  Our  Defign  or  Oe- 
conomy^  fancying  perhaps  that  it  hath 
not  all  the  Perfection  it  might  haye : 
They  fliould  do  well  to  confider  with 
themfelyes  What  Human  Inftitution  can 
be  perfedly  free  from  Faults,  or  feeming 
Faults:  They  might  perceive  how  plau- 
Able  Objections  may  be  founded  on  Hear- 
fay  and  Mifreprefentations :  How  ex¬ 
ceedingly  improbable  it  is  there  fliould 
be  Abides  or  wrong  Management,  where 
Perfons  of  the  molt  clear,  the  moft  re- 
fpectable  Character  are  pleafed  to  have  ■  the 
Care  of  Government,  purely  for  the  Love 
of  Gocl  and  of  their  Fellow-ceatures. 
Whatever  Doubts,  or  Sufpicions,  or  Ru¬ 
mours,  may  have  been  againft  this  Fel- 
lowfhip  of  Charity :  If  any  fuch  have 
been,  let  this  Fad  be  juftly  weighed  a- 
gainft  them,  of  which  there  is  undoubted 
Affurance  :  That  a  great  Deal  of  Good 
hath  actually  been  done  to  Many  who  were

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.troubled  with  Sicfcnefs  and  Poverty;  who 
had  Infirmities  of  Body  and  Mind,  and

mtift  owe  their  Relief  to  the  Beneficence 
of  Others, 

W  e  come  now  to  the  Second  Particular 
of  the  Text:  That  to  take  Care  of  them 
who  are  afilided  with  Infirmities  of  Body 
and  Mind,  and  have  moft  Need  of  our  Com¬ 
fort,  is  to  do  according  to  the  Doctrine  and 
Example  of  Jefus  Chrift.  But  when  Jefiis 
heard  that  he  Jdtd  unto  them ,  they  that  be 
whole  need  not  a  Thyjidan ,  but  they  that 
are  Sick . 

To  all  who  name  the  Name  of  Chrift 
this  is  an  affeding  Confideration :  And  to 
us  efpecially  who  are  here  this  Day  met 
together;  becaufe,  it  properly  {hews  that 
the  Charitable  Inititution  we  are  now  en¬ 
deavouring  to  promote,  is  founded  on  Evan¬ 
gelical  Truth.  To  tins  Purpofe  we  may 
obferve  that  the  Antient  Prophets,  and  /- 

jatah  in  particular,  fpeaking  of  the  Age  of 

The 
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The  Meffiah,  afcribe  to  it  the  Power  of 
Healing,  then  the  Eyes  of  the  Blind  /hall  Ifa.  xxxv* 
be  opened ,  and  the  Ears  of  the  Deaf  JhaU 
be  un flopped:  Then  Jloall  the  lame  Man 
leap  as  an  Hart ,  and  the  Tongue  of  the 
Dumb  fling*  By  this  Token  he  was  to 
be  fignalized  for  the  very  Perfon  who 
fhould  fet  up  a  Kingdom  never  to  be  de- 
ftroyed,  and  fhould  make  Reconciliation 
for  Sim  And  fo  we  find  when  he  called 
Men  to  Repentance,  he  cured  ail  Manner  Mat.lv.  23, 
of  Sicknefs,  and  all  Manner  of  Bifeafe. 

When  it  as  declared  how  God  anointed  Jo¬ 
ins  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  and 
with  Power,  it  is  faid  in  Effeft  he  did 
Good,  doing  Cures  on  the  Sick.  Moreover 
when  he  commanded  the  Gofpel  to  be  pub¬ 
lished  throughout  the  World,  among  his 
other  Inftrudtions,  was  that  of  healing  the 
Sick.  And  we  have  Reafon  to  believe,  he 
meant  that  Healing  fhould  fometime  be 
wrought  by  the  ufual  Applications  of  Me-  •* 
dicine  upon  the  Poor  who  had  Need  of  fuch 

cha- 
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charitable  Relief.  For  befides  that  he 
faith,  they  that  be  Sick  have  Need  of  the 
Phyfician  ;  we  find  he  propofeth  to  Imita¬ 
tion  the  Good  Samaritan ,  who  pouring  in 
Oil  and  Wine  bound  up  the  Wounds  of 
the  Man  that  fell  among  Thieves,  and 
was  left  half  dead :  Who  bound  up  his 
W ounds,  and  likewife  was  at  Expence  to 
have  him  taken  Care  of  And  withal  kis 
^very  remarkable,  that  when  Our  Saviour 
mentions  the  Works  meet  for  Repentance 
and  Salvation,  which  he  will  moft  require 
at  the  Judgment  of  the  Great  Day,  Viiiting 
the  Sick,  which  may  imply  both  the  giv¬ 
ing  of  Medicines,  and  the  adminiftring  of 
Spiritual  Confolation  :  Vifiting  the  Sick  is 
One  of  the  Offices  of  Charity  which  with 
the  choice!!  Beatitudes  he  will  reward. 

Wit  h  this  Do&rine  and  Practice  of 
Our  Saviour,  if  we  compare  the  Houle  of 
Mercy  here  militated,  we  fliall  find  it  form¬ 
ed  with  very  good  Agreement  to  his  Plan  * 
of  Beneficence.  For  the  Original  Befign  of 

.  it 
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it  was,  and  the  EfFed  of  it  hath  been  by 
voluntary  Affociation  and  divers  Sorts  of 
Benefa&ion  to  provide  for  the  Sick  and 
Lame  Poor:  And  moil  efpecially  for  Thofe 
at  all  Times,  who  by  fudden  Accidents 
might  be  maimed  and  helplefs.  The  Be¬ 
nefit  of  this  Infirmary  is  freely  given  to 
all,  who  are  worthy  arid  proper  Objects, 
without  any  finifter  Regard  to  Party  Di- 
fiindions  Civil  or  Religious.  And  what 
fhews  it  to  be  perfectly  agreeable  to  the 
Spirit  of  the  Gofpel  is  the  Provifion  it 
makes  for  the  Diftempers  of  the  Soul  as 
well  as  of  the  Body.  It  gives  Meat  to  the 
Hungry,  Drink  to  the  Thirfty,  Cloaths 
to  the  Naked,  and  Vifitlng  to  the  Sick. 
With  fuch  a  true  Senfe  of  Piety  it  hath 
been  regulated,  that  particular  Thanks  to 
The  Almighty  are  to  be  rendered  publick- 
ly  by  every  One  there  reftored  to  Health  : 
And  a  General  Thankfgiying  once  a  Year 
is  to  be  folemnized,  as  on  this  Bay,  for  the 

Bleffings  of  His  Providence  already  vouch-

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fafed,  and  to  fupplicate  the  Continuance  of 
pet.  iv.  them  :  That  God  in  all  Things  may  he  glo¬ 
rified  through  Jefus  Thrift, . 

And  what  is  the  Confequence  of  this 
pious  and  charitable  Defign  ?  It  hath  lome 
Reward  following  it  in  this  World*  The 
Rich  here  ferve  the  Poor,  his  true :  Yet 
at  the  fame  Time  both  the  Publicfc  and 
Private  Weal  is  promoted.  The  Science 
of  Medicine  is  thereby  improved  in  its  fe- 
veral  Branches :  W hich  Improvement  may 

be  falutary  to  the  Richeft  of  Men  as  it  hath 
been  to  the  Poorefh  And  it  is  a  Fad  wor~> ’ 

thy  of  our  Notice,  that  every  One  of  the 
Sick  and  Lame,  who  are  reftored  to  their 
Health,  to  their  Family,  and  to  their 
Friends  by  the  Help  of  this  Charity  *  and 
are  then  honeftly  and  ufefully  employed  in 
their  Callings,  are  an  Addition  to  the  Pu~ 
blicfc  Opulence,  Commerce  and  Security, 
wherein  we  are  all  of  us  concerned. 


What 
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What  hath  been  laid,  I  truft,  may- 
help  to  fhew,  that  the  Publick  Infirmary 
here  founded  is  very  agreeable  to  true  Re¬ 
ligion,  is  warranted  by  the  perfed  Precepts 
and  Example  of  Our  Saviour*  Let  me  ex- 
hort  You  therefore  all  that  are  here  prelent 
to  befriend  this  truly  Chriftian  Work,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Opportunity  You  have,  with 
Your  Aid  and  Encouragement.  They  that 
are  already  Contributors  and  Benefadors,  I 
perfuade  myfelf^  will  efteem  this  a  Confede¬ 
ration  of  great  Concern  to  them,  that  they 
adorn  the  Dodrine  of  God  and  Our  Saviour 
with  their  Infpedion  and  Munificence, 
with  their  Advice  and  Attendance.
